A TIMELY ACTION. 


The action of the city council in deter- 
mining to enter a protest against the put­ 
ting into effect of the recent raise in 
w ater rates until such time as positive 
and practical assurance is given that the 
improvements agreed upon for furnishing 
an adequate supply of water, should re­ 
ceive the approval of all of Sedalia. 
The fact is that most of the people had 
a misconception of the entire rate-raising 
proposition and it was not until the pub­ 
lic service commission announced its de­ 
cision to permit an increase, that thorough 
understanding came. 
Originally it was 
the belief of nearly all that this increase 
would only come through the construction 
of the new lake and the piping of its 
water to the city, and on that basis, there 
was an almost unanimous opinion that 
there should be no opposition to the water 
r^r 
y’s request for an increased valu- 
of its plant, 
which 
automatically 
meant a raise in its rates. In consequence, 
there was no contest before the commis­ 
sion when the matter came up for hear­ 
ing and the increase was granted practi­ 
cally with the consent of the city. 
Now it is found that the increase grant­ 
ed applies to the plant as it now stands, 
without improvement of service, without 
' extension 
of facilities 
and 
without in­ 
crease in water supply. 
This means that, 
when the new supply lake is finished and 
other improvements installed in accord­ 
ance with the plans of the engineers, ap­ 
proved by the citizens’ committee, another 
increase in rates will be necessary in or­ 
der that the company may earn a proper 
return on the money invested in the im­ 
provements and additions. 
Neither the citizens’ committee, which 
by resolution, asked the council to act, nor 
the 
council 
itself, 
is 
opposing 
this 
situation, 
but 
is 
insisting 
that 
until 
the improvements, the need of which was 
the basis upon which tacit approval of a 
raise in rates was secured, is guaranteed 
the new rates shall not be in effect. 
The position taken is eminently cor­ 
rect. 
Otherwise the company could, if it 
should so elect, refuse or neglect to in­ 
stall the improvements and still enjoy the 
increased income granted by reason of the 
promise of them, and Sedalia would re­ 
main without an adequate water supply, 
a condition of things that is impossible.

MOTOR SAFETY FIRST. 
Attention of motorists is directed to the 
fafety 
requirements 
regarding 
lights, 
horns and brakes. 
All 
motor 
vehicles 
should show two white lights in front and 
a red light in the rear, their horns should 
be in working order and their brakes in 
condition to perform the duties for which 
they are devised. 
Unless those vehicles show two white 
lights in front, other drivers can not be 
certain whether it is a motor vehicle, a 
motorcycle, a wagon or a bicycle. 
This 
thing of using red lights in front by way 
of being smart makes for danger and is 
properly outlawed. 
The red light has 
come to signify the rear of a vehicle and 
should be permitted in no other place. 
Again, a white light indicates the front 
of a vehicle and a white light at the rear 
is a source of danger. 
Not only does the 
law provide that motor vehicles show two 
white lights in front, but it otiaws the 
too-powerful, too-glaring headlight. 
It is 
impossible to see through these blinding 
lights. 
Whatever makes for greater safety on 
streets and highways is deserving of gen­ 
eral support.

FIRST AID TO GENIUS. 
i From the S anta Ana Register. 
An organization known as the Associated 
Industries sent out a committee to search 
the factories of New England for hidden 
genius. 
The committee worked for 18 
months, and then it presented 20 young 
men and women 
as showing 
“unusual 
promise.” 
These 20 were then given certain hard 
tests by a group of Harvard professors. 
Their ranks 
were 
thinned to six— five 
boys and a young woman 24 years old. 
The six were then taken to Harvard for 
further exacting tests. 
All of them rated 
; Class A, but the 
young 
woman 
scored 
highest in personality and intelligence, so 
she was chosen for the rest of the ex­ 
periment. 
She has had a lifelong ambition to study 
| medicine and to specialize in children’s 
j diseases, and this the committee will give 
i , 
. 
her an opportunity to do. 
It will be interesting to know the out­ 
come of the experiment a few years hence 
| — whether the committee’s judgment is 
correct and whether the young woman’s 
ambition 
has 
survived 
the 
strenuous 
courses of studies she will have to pur­ 
sue before she can even begin to special­ 
ize in her favorite 
line. 
If 
she 
comes 
through 
successfully, 
becomes a 
great 
physician and an authority on children’s 
diseases, contributing, perhaps, some suc­ 
cessful original 
research 
work to that 
! field, then 
the 
experimenters will un­ 
doubtedly feel that they have pointed the 
way to rescuing other hidden genius from 
the circumstances which have suppressed 
; it. 
In the meantime one cannot help feel­ 
ing an interest in the future course of the 
19 boys and girls who were found to have 
| “unusual promise” but who just failed to 
qualify for this 
particular 
experiment. 
Will they go back to those New England 
factories and again become hidden geni­ 
uses? 
Or will they take a fresh start on 
the basis of the Harvard tests and follow 
some new activity to fine fruition? 
Or, 
again, will they return to the factories 
and, resuming their former jobs, rise from 
them to fine achievement as inventors or 
executives or leaders of some sort? 
To be wholly successful, the committee 
or its backers should follow the careers of 
all 20 of these young people for at least 
10 more years.

ENDED HIS LIFE

was found 
dead in the kitchen of his home late

police report, his head was resting' 
on an open jet of the gas range. 
A note stating “I cannot stand the 
strain any longer,” was found on the 
kitchen table, police reported. 
With 
this remark, his friends believed he | 
referred to the criticism he was said 
to have incurred for his opposition 
to the Steuben 
Society, a 
national 
organization of 
German-Americans, 
during the 
present 
political 
cam ­ 
paign. 
Mr. Hackei was 
an 
ardent 
supporter of President Coolidge and 
only recently called on the president 
to report on the political situation in 
Missouri. 
Mr. Hackel was born in Germany 
and came to this country more than 
SO years ago. 
He w as 55 years old. j 
At the 
outbreak 
of 
the 
Spanish-, 
American War lie joined Battery A„ 
of the Missouri National Guard and 
became a volunteer war correspon­ 
dent. 
Upon his return to St. Louis 
at the end of this war lie was em ­ 
ployed on iNe staff of the W estliche 
Post in 1899. 
Eight years later he was made city 
editor and held this 
position for 
seven years being

editor in 
chief in 1914. 
When the W estliche 
Post was separated from the Times
